The market leaped forward at the 


outset, prices jumping 5 to IS points 
above yesterday's close, and although 
there were recessions later the buying 
continued strong and vigorous. 


The news came as a complete sur- 


price, no definite announcement having 
been expected until next week."" 


Much of the early advance was ef- 
fected at the expense of a formidable 
short interest. This faction rushed to 
cover at the opening and was kept 
busy throughout the active first hour. 
'Sales of the first hour approximated 
400,000 shares, which is greater than 
the total of some recent sessions.

first acts of the government iu begin- 
ning1 operation of rafilroaxis tomor- 
row noon will be to reduce large sal- 
aries now paid to the railway execu- 
tives and increase in some measure the 
wages of the railway workers.

President Wilson when he outlines

The word "Bolsheviki" 
is a 
new- 


word for Americans. 
Unfortunately, 


it is quite an old word for us, Rus- 
sians; We have known the "Bolshe- 
vik!" for the past fourteen years, and 
since they played the fatal role in our 
revolution of 1905, tho majority of tho 
Russian "people recognize them as one 
of the most evil forces in our political 
and social life. 
Twelve years ago, 
tlic Russian 


people, after the unfortunate war with 
Japan, made the first attack upon the 
old 
autocratic 
government. 
a here 
were moments then when it seemed as 
if final victory would rest with the 
neople. Such a moment was that or 
October 30, 1905, when 
the czar, in a 
solemn manifesto, 
granted 
Political 
freedom to the people and promised, 
that in the future.no law would be 
forced on Russia without the consent 
of the Duma. The other moment oc- 
curred when the first Duma, in May 
1906 
presented the czar with an ad- 
dress demanding- liberal reforms and 
the creation of a responsible cabinet. 
The old government tottered then, fac- 
ing the people's representatives, and 
opened parleys with the leaders of the 
Duma through General Trepoff.

the Russian 
revolution of 


1905. 
First, the ruling classes, who 
did not understand the signs of the 
time, did not understand the necessity 
of making sincere concessions to the 
neoplo. The second factor, whU'h de- 
stroyed the Russian revolution of lOiia, 
was'tlio Bolshevlki, and this was their 
first crime against the Kussian dem- 
ocracy and at'runst the world's dem- 
ocracy. 
Lenine then, as now, was the lead- 
er of the Bolsheviki. 
While the Rus- 
sian revolution of 1905 could succeed 
only as a national revolution, through 
the unity of all Russia's progressive 
forces, Lenine, in 1905, did everything 
in his power 
to destroy the 
united 
front of the Russian democracy, 
un- 
der his influence the socialist factions 
boycotted the elections 
for the first 
Duma. 
When the Duma 
v/as con- 
voked, with the constitutional demo- 
crats in control, the Bolsheviki did 
everything to discredit the Duma as 
a "bourgeois" institution. It must be 
remembered that this Was at the mo- 
ment when the Duma, in the name of 
the people, had presented the czars 
government with the demands for li- 
beral reforms and a responsible cab- 
inet. The old bureaucracy got a great 
deal of comfort from the Bolsheviki S 
attacks on the Duma at this criticr.t 
moment and a secret order was then 
given by tho police department not to 
interfere with the meetings ol work- 
ingmen 'at which 
the 
"bourgeois 
Duma was criticised. 
Posing as extreme revolutionists, the 
Bolsheviki, in 1905, 
destroyed 
tho 
Russian revolution by breaking up the 
unity of the progressive forces in the 
country. Trotsky, then, did not belong 
formally to the Bolsheviki, 
but 
his 
superficial 
mind 
had 
then 
already 
formulated the theory of a 'perma- 
nent revolution," a theory typical ot 
a fanatic, so concentrated on his one 
aim that he cannot see anything be- 
S''i?he activities of the Bolsheviki in 
the period of the dark reaction, be- 
tween the flrst and the second revolu- 
tion, were 
much along 
these 
same 
lines. 
Among the most 
prominent 
leaders of the Bolsheviki. during this 
period was Mr. Malinovsky, a deputy 
of the Third Duma. While there was 
a steady endeavor to combine all the 
progressive forces of Russia in 
the 
demand for liberal reforms, Malinov- 
sky was making one speech after an- 
other accusing in the name of tile 
proletariat, all the liberal factions u- 
the Duma- 
His hate for 
the "bour- 
geoisie" v-'as such a passion that lie 
found "bourgeoisie" even in the so- 
cial-democratic faction in the Duma, 
which he led. There were then thir- 
teen social-democratic deputies in tho 
Duma, and Malinovsky split this little

Henry Ford gives the government a 


good idea on ships. It is not new and 
with him not original by any means, 
but his endorsement offers strong tes- 
timony to the excellence and practica- 
bility of the scheme. 


Standardize the ships so that the 


parts can be made and 
duplicated 


same as those of any of the leading 
types of automobiles. 


Why not standardize a few types of 


ships even if they are not the very 
best? 


The exigencies of the situation de- 


mand the adoption of a method that 
will utilize all the constructive capaci- 
ty of the nation for this one, object. 
Only the well equipped shipyards can 
construct a complete ship, but there 
are many that can make the different 
parts separately so that they could be 
assembled and quickly put 
together 


in the large shipyards. 


All of our. war propositions are com- 


prised in the one word "ships." If there 
were not one U-boat in operation, our 
main essential would still be ships, for 
the reason that we have not only got 
to land immense forces in Europe, but 
also to keep them supplied with food, 
clothes, arms and 
ammunition 
from 


our side of the Atlantic. 


The Ford plan contemplates a revo- 


lution in shipbuilding. 
It would apply 


to ships exactly the-principles resorted 
to in the production of automobiles, and 
it is safe to say that there are more 
intricate parts about an 
automobile 


than about a ship. The difference is 
largely, almost wholly, in size of parts. 
It is a big war, our needs are big and 
bigness must be met by bigness. 


The little old gentleman who, one 


time, rode through the streets in his 
horseless-carriage 
idea 
that 
many 


folks laughed at, has got the big idea 
in this war, and Chairman Hurley, of 
the shipping board, makes no mistake 
in giving the government's full atten- 
tion to it 
It is an idea that promises 


ships, the burning up of red tape and 
the squelching of heads of departments 
given to fighting each other, and until 
we get to something'like this, our pro- 
duction of ships will be considerable 
of'drift and dribble. 


. The men like Goethals and Roosevelt 


who know so much that unless the 
earth moves around them a£ a pivot, 
as it were, they will throw it from its 
course, must be eliminated for a sys- 
tem that is bigger tmd better than any 
set of men. The standardization 
of 


ships is such a system and it should 
have been adopted long ago. It is sate 
to say that it. would be in full opera- 
tion now if it were not for Goothals, 
Denman and other men of their ilk 
who insist upon personal recognition 
nnd permission to do as they please 
regardless of the consequences to the 
nation.

The President's Proclamation 


Following is the president's procla- 
mation: 
"By the President

States of America: 
"A proclamation; 
"Whereas the congress of the Unit- 
ed States in the exercise of the con- 
stitutional authority vested in

by joint resolution of the senate

house of representatives, bearing date 
April 6. 1917, resolved:

by formally declared; and

president be, and he is hereby author- 
ized and directed to employ the entire 
naval and military forces of the Unit- 
ed States and the resources of the gov- 
ernment to carry on war against the 
Imperial German government; and to 
bring the conflict to a successful ter- 
mination all of the resources of the 
country are hereby pledged by the con- 
gress of the United States.' 
''And by joint 
resolution 
bearing 
date of December 7, 1917, resolved: 
" 'That a state of war is hereby de- 
clared to exist 
between 
the United 
States of America and 
the 
imperial 
and royal Austro-Hungarian 
govern- 
ment; and that the president be, and 
he is hereby authorized and directed tc 
employ the entire naval and military 
forces of the United States and the re- 
sources of the government to carry on

"The statesmen of the allied (Teu- 
onic) governments in programs and 
statements "have empha'sized time " an'd 
again that'for-the sa-ke-of 
conquest 
they will not prolong the war a sin- 
gle day. The governments of the allies 
unswervingly have followed . this view 
ill the" time. They solemnly 
declare 
heir resolve immeuiately, to sign terms 
of peace which .will stop this 'war on 
the above •' terms, equally just to ail 
belligerents without exception.

Somewhere in, France, 
Nov. 30, 1917. 


My. Dear Friend: 


Just a few lines to let you knov 


that I am still alive and well. I an 
here in Franco operating a narrow 
gauge railroad about mfilea behind 
the front line. We are salvaging 
old 
battlefield and, believe me 


it Is some battlefield. All you can se< 
for 
miles around are 
shell holes 
trenches, dug-outs, barbed-wire en 
tanglements and last but not leas 
thousands of little wooden crosses tha 
mark the spots where the poor devil; 
fell. In this battlefield the British los 
280,000 men. so you can imagine tin 
kind of a graveyard in which we are 
working.. Well, I can't write, any 
thing about the war or where we an 
hut nevertheless we are here in France 
doing out little bit and we are al 
on top of the earth yet and we ex 
pect to keep that way.

Dear Friend: 
1 thought I would drop you a few 
lines as I promised you before I lo£t 
for France. I am in good health and 
working every day. We are operating a 
narrow gauge H.R. here. L/owell. Mass, 
is pretty well represented in this rail- 
road unit. We are all up at 5..10 sharp 
in the morning and drill for about an 
hour. 
After our drill we march to 
work and work until 4.45 p. m., with 
one hour out for dinner, 
We are 
getting accustomed to our routine of 
dnty each day. The boys are looking 
'fcrward to the time .when they will 
get a chance to operate a broad gauge 
railway. F. C. Pelletier, our captain, 
from Lowell, Mass., is a crackerjack 
railroad man, but there h; no chance for 
him to show his ability" on a narrow 
gauge road. R. K. Skane, our top ser- 
geant, is also from Lowell and a rail- 
road man, and he is very popular with 
the boys. He is at all times ready to 
do the bovs a favor or to help them 
out with their little troubles. We all 
attend church services every Sunday 
in a nearby' town, or what is left of 
the town as Fritzy has shot away the 
best part of it. The boys keep things 
lively here at the camp. 
Officer Jack 
Donovan of ; Lowell is our boxing in- 
structor and teaches the boys the fin- 
er points of the art of self-defence. 
John is certainly a wonder with the 
boxing gloves. 
The weather conditions here are very 
bad as it rains practically every day. 
I think the heavy firing from the lines 
which are only four miles from here 
has a great deal to do with the rain 
falling every day as the people who 
were here before the war claim that 
it did not rain one-quarter as much as 
it does now.

We use approximately 
600 tons of coal a day. So far as wo

Why not standardize a few types of 


ships even if they are not the very 
best? 


The exigencies of the situation de- 


mand the adoption of a method that 
will utilize all the constructive capaci- 
y of the nation for this one object. 
Only the well equipped shipyards can 
onstruct a complete ship, but there 


are many that can make the different 
jarts separately so that they could be 
assembled and quickly put together 
n the large shipyards. 


AH of our^var propositions are com- 


prised in the one word "ships." If there 
verc not one U-boat in operation, our 
main essential would still be ships, for 
he reason that we have not only got 
o land immense forces in Europe, but 
also to keep them supplied with food, 
lothcs, arms and ammunition 
from 


>ur side of the Atlantic. 


The Ford plan contemplates a revo- 


ution in shipbuilding. 
It would apply 


o ships exactly the principles resorted 
o in the production of automobiles, and 
t is safe to say that there are more 
ntrlcate .parts about

automobile 


than about a ship. The difference is 
argely, almost wholly, in size of parts, 
t is a big war, our needs are big and 
bigness- must be met by bigness.

Indians in that district are divided 
into different tribes as follows: is- 
itimau Loucheu, 
plat-Cote-dc-Chien, 
Slaves, 
Cri and ilontagnais. 
After 
some time, however, I mastered these 
several languages and became Irlenu- 
ly with the natives. 
"In those days money was unknown 
and there wasn't a great variety or 
food. 
The Indians lived on the pro 
ducts of their 
hunting 
and fishing 
trips and 
they 
supplied themselves 
with clothing and tools by exchang- 
ing furs for these 
articles with 
a 
company whose representatives visit- 
ed them twice a year. The district is 
divided into two sections, the nortn 
and the south. The inhabitants of the 
northern part are all' Indians of va- 
rious tribes, while the southern dis- 
trict has been, taken up by white set- 
tlors, who are doing well." 
Bishop Grouard said he founded a 
city in tho far west, which now bears 
his name, and the population is com- 
posed of a mixture of white men and 
Indians, numbering about 3,000. 
The 
prelate had a church, school and rec- 
tory constructed and all the work Was 
done by hand, even the splitting- of 
the boards, for machinery was un- 
known in that district in those days. 
The painting and decorating in 
the 
interior of the, church . was. done by 
the bishop, who is clever with 
the 


brush.

A few years ago, the bishop estab- 
lished a saw mill In his territory and 
this afforded work for a large number 
of natives. 
Unfortunately, the mill 
was burned to the ground a couple of 
years later.
